if a catastrophic feilnne is detected, then determining if a present file name of one 
of the replaament files is identical to the conesponding final name listed in the recovery filej 
and 
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if tlie preseni file name is not identical lo (he final name, then replacing the pieseol 
fileoame of the replacement file with the final name listed in the recovery file, 

6, (Original) The method of claim 5, wherein the step of determining whether a 
eaiastrophic feilure has occurred is completed in response to an attempi to load the replacement 
files into the volatile memory j&om the penmanent siorage medium. 

7- (Qrigmal) The method of claim 6, wherein a presence of the recovery file on ihe 
peraianent storage medium indicates ibar the catastrophic feiliire has occuxied. 

8. (OriginaO A coni^uter'-implemenied method for completing a file save operation by 
TGplaang old files with new files, the old files assigned old names and comprising opaque files 
and non-qpaque old files, the new file assigned final names and comprising the opaque files and 
non-opaque new files, wherein each opaque file rqjresents static content of one of the old -files 
and one of the new files> die method comprising the steps: 

initiating the file save operation by creajdng the new files; 

assigning a temporary name to the opaque files and to the non-opaqiie files for each new 

.file;^^ 

saving the non-opaque new files onio ihs pemanenr srorage medinau each of the non- 
opaque new files having a corresponding tenqjorary name; 

creatiiig an opaque recovery file comprising irrfbnuation listing the old name and the 
lemporaxy name for each opaque file, die infomiation of the opaque recovery file usefiil for 
supporting replacemCTt of the old files with the new files in the event of a catastrophic feilure of 
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crsatmg a primary recovray file comprising infonnation listing the temporary name and 
the final name of the opaque files and the non-^jpaque new files for each new file, ttie 
mfonnatioji of the primaiy recoveiy file useful for supporting replacement of the old files wift 
the new files in ihe event of a caTastrophic failure of the file save operation; 
replacing the old names of tiie opaque files with the temporary names; 
rqilacing die old names of the non-opaque old files with backup names to support a 
restoration of the assignment of the old name to the non-opaque old file in the event of a non- 
catastrophic &ilure prsventiug completion of the file save operation and 

replacing the temporaty names of the opaque files and the non-opaque new files wiOi the 
final names for the new files to complete the file save operation. 

9. (Original) The method of dairo 8, fiuxhw comprising the steps of deleting the opaque 
recovery file and deletmg The primaiy recovery file in nesponse to successfully completing the 
file save operation. 

10. (Original) The mefliod of claim 8, further comprising the step of deleting die non- 
opaque old files in response lo replacing the tempoxary names of the opaque files and non- 
opaque new files witii the final names for die new files. 



1 1 . (Original) Tlie method of claim 8, farther comprising the foDowing steps: 

deienn«ung wHnthcr a non-catasiTOphic feilure of the file save operation has 

occurred; 

if a non-catastrophic feilure is detected, thai determining whether a present file 
for of Uic opqqae files is not identical TO a cotiespondmg old nam^ 
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if the present file name for the opaque file is not identical to the coiresponding old 
name, then changing the present file name of the opaque fiJe to the corresponding old name; 

detennining whether a present file name for a non-opaque old file is not is noT 
identical to a corresponding old name; 

if ifae present file name for the non-opaque old file is not identical to the 
coiresponding old name, tiiea changing the present flic name of the non-opaque old file to the 
coiresponding old name. 

12. (Original) The method of claim 8, fiirther comprising tbe following steps: 

determining whether a catastrophic failure of the file save operation has occun^ 
if a catastrophic failure of the file save operation is detected, Then for each opaque 

file: 

if the present file name for the opaque file is not identical to the temporary name 
listed in the opaque recovery file for the opaque file, then changing the present file name of the 
opaque file to the temporary name, and for each new file: 

if the present file name for the neiy file is not identical to the name listed m 
the primary recovery file, then changing the present file name of fee new file to the final nama 

13. (Original) The method of claim 12, whendn the step of determining whether a 
catastrophic failure of the file save operation has occuned is con^kxed in xesponse to an attempt 
to load the new files into volatile memory fiom the pem^ancM Siozage medium. 
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14- (Original) The method of daim 13, vdjerein a preseace on the pennaneoc stors^ge 
medium of either the opaque recoveary file or the primary recovery file at the time of the attempt 
to load the new files into volatile memoiy indicates that die catastrophic fiailure has occurred. 

15* (Previously Preseored) A computer-implemented method for recovering from an 
intemipted file save operation by using a primary recovery file to continue an attempt to replace 
old files with new files* the primary recovery file comprising infbimarion listing a temporary 
name and a final name for each new file, comprising the steps: 

dctemaining if a catastrophic fiailure of the file save operation has occurred during an 
attempt to replace the old files with the new files, wherein tto old files comprise a primary 
HTML £Qe and one or more embedded files; 

if a catastrophic fiulure of the file save operation has occuned, ihen determining 
Tj^diether the tOTporary name for one of the new files has been changed lo a present file name 
identical to the final name listed in ihe primary recovery file fbr the new file, 

if the present file name of the new file is not identical to the fi na l name, then chgmgng 
the presem file name of the new file to the final name. 

16. (Previously Presented) TTie metihod of claim IS, wherrai the old files fiirther 
coropTise opaque files and non-opaque old files and the new files fiuther corrrprise the qpaqae 
files and non-opaque new files, each opaque file representing static contenx of one of the old files 
and Hie ncvr fflcs, awJ wherem opaquc rcgoY^ry file conqjiiscs infomiatian fisting an old 
name and a letnporary name for each opaque file, the method fittther comprising ihe steps: 
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if a catastrophic failinne has occomd during aa artenipt to replace ihe old files with the 
new files, then deteimiuiog whether the old name for one of the opaque files has been changed to 
a present file name of the temporary name listed in the opaque recovery file for the opaque file, 

if the present file name for flie opaque file is nor identical to the temporary namoi Then 
changing present file name of the opaque file to the temporary name. 

17, (Original) The method of claim 16, wherein the step of determining whether a 
catastrophic failure has occuxred is completed in response to an attempt to load the new files into 
volatile memory fiom a pcnnaneot storage medium, 

IS. (Original) The method of claim 16, whexdn a presence on a pemianent storage 
medium of either the opaque recovery file or tiie primary recovery file at the time an attempt is 
made to load tibte new files into volatile memory fiom the pennanent storage medium indicai^ 
that a catastrophic failure of the file save op^ation has occortBd. 

19. (Oiigizial) A compuier'-xeadable medium having computer-executable insnructions for 
perfoxmii^ the method recited in daim 15.
